The Seattle police officer told 
Cline that a $20 gold certificate 
numbered K68016970 had _ been 
passed in a clothing store in tha< 
city shortly before 9 o’clock last 
night. 

According to Cline’s information 
the purchaser appeared to be cold 
and travel worn. He bought a 
suit of underwear, a pair of black 
gloves and a black hat. The un- 
derwear and gloves’ were of 
heavy material. 

The man seemed to be in great 
haste and was extremely impa- 
tion while his purchases were be- 
ing wrapped. The proprietor of 
the store said that he recognized 
his customer from photographs otf 
the person under suspicion which 
had been published in Seattle 
newspapers. 

After paying over the 120 gold 


certificate, the man left. The} 


storekeeper followed him to the 
street, but was too late to learn 
if he left on foot or in an auto- 
mobile. 

“Tf there is no mistake in the 
number of this gold certificate 
and the identification by the 
storekeeper of Hickman, this is 
positively the man we wat, 
Chine declared.
